King Tut 


If you are grouching around about the way you are- being 


treated by your Uncle Sam or the manner in. which the tax 
burden rests, just take a think of the gay and wonderful life 
the subjects of King Tut of Egypt lived. No one is condoning 
extravagance in political life; no one is defending the "don't j^^.*'

These things cannot be condemned too severely, but how 
•would you like to be transported back to the desert empire of 
King Tut and spend your life building a monument to his 
memory ?

CLIFFORD BASS 


DIESAFTERA 


LONG ILLNESS 


Clifford W. Bass, one of Ports- 


mouth's best known and most popular 
citizens, died on Saturday night at his 
home on-Middle road, after an illness 
of over two years with atrophy of the 
muscles. He had been a long and pa- 
tient sufferer and fought gamely to the 
last against a disease that the best 
specialists of the country have failed 
to find any relief for. His end came 
suddenly shortly after 10 o'clock Satur 
day night when he passed into his last 
long sleep. 


'Mr. Bass was born April 1C', 1S73, 


in East Wilton, Me., the son of the late 
George and Mary (Potter) Bass. When 
a young man he went to Somerville, 
Mass.. to work with his brother and 
there learned the drug business. Later 
he went to work at Gloucester and 
from there came to Portsmouth where 
he bought the store of the late An- 
drew P. Preston, which he conducted 
until he left in February, 1917, for 
Tulsa, Oklahoma. He was in the oil 
business there and was well on his way 
to success when he was taken with his 
illness and came north to Boston to 
consult specialists. Although he had 
the best medical advice of the country, 
and endowed as.he was with a splendid 
physic, they were unable to check the 
atrophy 
and he gradually -became 


paralyzed. He came back to this city 
over a year ago and has lived here ever 
since.

Cliff" Bass, while he lived in this 


city, was one of' the best liked men in , 
the community. .Known to everybody,! 
his hale and hearty greeting, his. 
frank expression of opinion, his sturdy . 
Honesty and his loyalty to his friends • 
made him a great favorito with old 
and young. Always willing to lend his 
aid to any good cause, he became | 
deeply interested in the formation of, 
the Army and Navy Association and 
the collection of the funds to build 
the fine home on Daniel street, and 
was president of the association for 
some time. 


He was active in the Portsmouth 


Country Club and in state golf circles 
all of the time ha was here. He was 
probably one of the best left handed 
golfers in the country. 
He won the 


New Hampshire State 
championship 


several times, and was the runner-up 
on two occasions 
at the Brookline 


Country Club fall tournament, 
the 


classic of Boston. He was a died-in- 
the-wool goU fan and probably did 
, more to promote golf in this city than 
iany other one man. He was always 
after recruits to the game and at one 
time had practically every physician In 
the city playing the game. Bass was a 
real s/iortsman, never asked any odds 
of a player and always • played 
the 


game. When he went to Oklahoma he 
made a host of friends and was ac- 
knowledged to be one of the best 
golfers In''hat section of the country. 
The Tulsa Club, after he came north, 
made him an honorary member^ an 
honor he alone held. 


J,Ir. Bass was not only interested in 


golf but in every form 
of 
athletic 


sports, and there were but few in 
which he was not proficient. 


He had been a member of Ports- 


mouth Eodge of Elks, but had trans- 
ferred to Tulsa Lodge when taking up 
his residence there. He was also a 
member of St. John's Lodge of Masons, 
and while in this city was an active 
member of the Country Club and-the 
Warwiok

Portsmouth Athletic

devotion to him during his long ill- 
ness has been a joy and inspiration to 
his friends, —two sisters, Mrs. Wilder 
Neal of Rochester, and Miss Lena Bass 
of Portland. -.
